With Russell Love in Scotland. 


Aberdeen, April 4th. 
Dear Father: - 

We went out, to the North of 
Seotland Experimental farm this 
morning. The college only started 
in i914 and since the war nearly all 
work has,been suspended. However 
we were shown over grounds and 
saw au agricultural college in its 
infancy. The farm covers 760 acres. 
We were first shown through the 
forestry department and saw two 
million two year old spruce trees 
that will be shipped to north Scot- 
lund by the Gov't for reforestration 
purposes this year. All types ° of 
spruce and firare grown for this 
purpose. Of the American varieties 
of timber tree the Douglas fir grows 


inost rapidly in this country and it 


js a great favorite. The seedlings 
are kept here until they are two, 


‘three or four years old when they 


are sent to the reforestration area. 

.We were then shown oyer the 
cereal crop p!o's where all types of 
grains and grasses are being tested. 
Scotland on account of its . rather 


| cold and damp climate is not adap- 


table for wheat growing. Its. main 
cereal crop is spring oats. We then 
saw the fruit department. Aberdeen: 
shire is least favorable than any 
other country in Scotland for fruit 


‘Rrowing. Only one or two varieties 


of apple and plum are grown - suc- 
cessfully however small ‘fruits such 
as gooseberries, raspberries, currants 
and strawberries do very well in- 
deed. 

We were then shown thé apiary 
and received an interesting. lecture 
on bees. Two or three demonstra- 
tions of the process of stinging were 
given in a practical way by the Pro- 
fessor. Bee stings do not hurt when 
you are used to them. However I 
prefer to leave them alone. 


ers. Most of 
cattle had been fattened and sold 
and-as ‘no new stock had been bo’t 
there was nothing further to see. - 
We left Craibstone at 2.30 and 
returned to Aberdeen a distance of 
about 7 miles. At 5 P.M. Dr. Orr 
deliyered an address to us in Mari- 
shall college on Animal Nutrition. 
He is thoroughly: versed in his sub- 
ject. having done: considerable re- 
search work both for the Gov’t and 
the college. He has experimented 
on- himself as well as animals and 
other people. The great question in 
animal nutrition is the percentage 
of protein required ina ration to 
keep an animal in good condition 
and to fatten it. In the old days to 
produce a prizefighter it was only 
thought necessary to feed him plen- 
ty of beef steak and eggs, food’ con- 
taining a large percentage of pro- 
teins. Today there are a gréat. class 
of vegetarians who do - not believe 
in eating meat at all.. The question’ 
is what is the correct percentage of 
protein required in foods to fatten 
stock on? According to the most re- 
cent authorities it is 5 % pure pro- 
tein per 1000 lbs live weight. That 
is a bullock weighing 1000 Ibs and 
fed 100 lbs of turnips perday should 
consume $1b of protein. Dr, Orr 
showed uscharts of many experi- 
ments that had been made both in 
Great Britain, America and Ger- 
many in research work on animal

Astounding State of Affairs in Ireland

Paris. — The Eiffel Tower of Paris 
has played quite an important role in 
the history of the war, and this in 
spite of the fact that, a few ycars ago, 
the end of its career as a structure 
was belicved to be impending. Erect- 
ed in 1889 for the exhibition of 1890, 
there was a prevalent belief that after 
15 or 20 years the condition of the 
steel would necessitate the demoli- 
tion of the tower; but fortunately: the 
evil day for the “highest building on 
earth” was put off. At the beginning 
of the war, the Eiffel Tower was 
taken over by the military authorities 
as an anti-aircraft and observation 
post, as well as a wircless station.
